Dublin, April 2. 1690. Our Account of the French Supphes are 
different, it 1s certain there are bur Fonr Regiments, one Red, one 
Blew, and two White, and the moſt they pretend is. 14900 Men in 
a Regiment. The Supplies of Stores are rooo Barrels of Powder, 
Ten Field Pieces, Four Mortars, with Bombs, Carcafes, Ball, and 
other Neceffaries for War, as Piſtols, Swords, &c. the quantity not 
known. They are Eight Battalions, whereof Four are Switzers and 

Walloons, and other Strangers, as feveral German Priſoners, and a-
